Mnutlng Rcm!nUc*no» Concerning the 


Oiptur* of the Brltlih Sloop 


Marg.retU In 1776. 


In the town of Machlas, In eastern 


Maine, where on May 11, 1776. took 
place the "Lexington of the seas," 
tha capture of the British sloop Mar- 
garetta by the townspeople under 
command of Capt. Jeremiah O'Brien, a 
little newspaper called the 
Eastern 


Star was printed for a year or two, be- 
ginning lu 1814. 
From a single copy 


preserved through all these years In 
a Maine family Is here.reprinted for 
the first time a reminiscence of the 
editor 
concerning 
the 
redoubtable 


O'Brien, who, after the Margaretta's 
capture, became the terror of the seas 
to the British In the provinces: 


"To give some idea of the estima- 


tion In which O'Brien was held by tha

Who 
Started Saint Slmonlet 
Colonies In Texas. 


Seventy years ago a French settle, 


raeut was made at Reunion, Tex., by 
a group of disciples of the social re- 
Conn proposed by Saint Simon. The 
moving spirit of the 
colony 
was 


Jacques Etlenne Normand. Adopting 
the theories ot the Saint Slinonlsta, 
Normand 
associated 
himself 
with 


Barthelemy Enfantln and later with 
lean Reybaud. Disagreements arose 
ind Normand -assumed Independent 
eadershlp of a faction; 'in the revo- 
lution of 1848 he sought permission to 
>rganlze a community of his follow- 
(rs In Plcardy. When Louis Napoleon 
jecome prince-president he promptly 
jxpelicd • Normand from France. 
In 


1851 Normand found his way to Texas 
»nd Joined forces wllh Victor Cousld- 
erant, also expelled from Prance. Nor- 
mand was abundantly supplied with 
funds and bought 2,000 acres near San 
Antonio, on -which he established the 
sommune of La Keunlon. The morals 
of the community were not above re- 
proach, even in a border community, 
and Conslderant urged that commun- 
ism should extend to the community 
of women, who were said to be no bet- 
ter than they should be, hence Texas 
expelled them all. 'In 1867 Normand 
endeavored to establish a commune 
near El Paso and in 1861 he renewed 
the attempt at La Reunion. For the 
last attempt he was sent to prison foi 
five years. He died in San Antonio 
in 1867.
